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Continuation of 13. Other: Examiner maintains rejection submitted on 12/22/2004. The only main contention to use of Henderson et al. 
is the use of firmware to implement the dynamic routing cited in the claims. More than sufficient reasoning is given to use firmware in 
Henderson as well as Gulick. Henderson specifically discloses use of hardware to implement the address translation module (Column 1, 
lines 40-50, specifically incorporating by reference, patents #5,687,368 and #6,470,436 BOTH of whom describe dynamic memory 
allocation via a hardware implementation) as stated on page 4, item 6 of the Final Office Action. Furthermore, as Examiner states in 
page 3, item 6 of the Office Action, the memory mapping of Henderson is computationally intensive, if not more so than Gulick, and 
implementing the address translation module in hardware would clearly be faster than a software implementation. Gulick discloses 
performing address mapping by firmware (Column 60, lines 53-63) as a matter of design choice. It is obvious one would implement a 
computationally intensive task such as memory mapping that both Henderson and Gulick performs by hardware to provide speed and 
efficiency to the overall system. Applicants arguments have been considered and entered. 
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
